AIR MAIL TO VIETNAM 


Postmaster Henry J Porter has 
announced that all first class mail, 
personal sound recordings (voice 
letters) and parcels weighing five 
pounds or less and méasuring not 
more than 60 inches in length and 
girth combined, will be airlifted 
on a ‘space available’ basis be- 
tween the United States and all 
military post Offices overseas. 

The Dulski Military Mall act, 
which was signed by President 
Johnson on November 2nd, also 
provides that all second class pub- 
lications, such as newspapers and 
magazines, to the military, willbe 
airlifted from San Francisco tothe 
armed forces serving in Viet Nam, 

Parcels weighing five pounds of 
less and not exceeding 60 inches in 
length and girth combined paid 
for at surface rates,will be moved 
by surface transportation within 
the United States from the point 
of mailing to the port of embark- 

~ ation, Such parcels will be ac- 
cepted at the postoffice and will 
be clearly marked with the let- 
ters SAM (Surface airlift mail), 

Christmas parcels weighing five 
pounds and under, though they are 
given airlift priority from San Fran 
cisco to Vietnam,on a space avall- 
able basis, should be mailed no 
later than December Ist, according 
to Postmaster Porter, Airmail,

The Blackman story 
Yankee Magazine 


In the October issue of Yankee 
Magazine was a strange story 
whictr the editors believed was pos-
